WILD LIFE IN EUROPE. 
Observers in rural England are commenting upon 
the unexpected prolificacy of bird life.

One writer in a half bour's 
walk observed woodpeckers, blue tits, bramble- 
finches, hedgé sparrows, goldfinches, wrens, robins, 
missel thrush, starlings, blackbirds, and bullfinches. 
In Northumberland he found fieldfares and red

It is natural, we suppose; when prominent citizens 

take up a project which they hope will focus the eye 

of the world upon it, which will involve great effort 

and expenditure, which will illustrate vast activities 


enterprise a resounding, mouth-filling title. 

When Chicago undertook to celebrate the four 
hundredth anniversary of the landing of Columbus 
and at the same time show the world what Chicago 
could do, the project was called, if memory of the 
full official name is correct, the World's Columbian 
exposition. And now we are invited by San Fran- 
cisco to attend the Panama-Pacific Internationa! ex- 
position, and by San Diego to attend the San Diego 
Panama-California exposition.

If these attractive entertainments were or- 
ganized by professional showmen they would not be 
handicapped with a name which no one will bother 
repeating. Something brief and vivid for effective 
advertisement would be adopted, something that 
could be passed from mouth to mouth without a 
gymnastic exercise.

The World’s Columbian exposition blazed on official 
stationery. The people called it the Fair, or the 
World’s Fair. They will make short work of the 
Panama-Pacific International exposition in the same 
way. Perhaps to the annoyance of San Franciscans

into the title? There is no Panama-Atlantic fair, 
and it is assumed that the enterprise is interna- 
tional in its display of foreign art and merchandise.

POLITICS AND HONEST POVERTY. 
If there is a college president in the country Who 
has horse sense and intellectual vigor that president 
ig Dr. Hadley of Yale. How astonished one was, 
therefore, to encounter a news report setting forth 
alleged warnings by Dr. Hadley to students of small 
means against going into politics, warnings based 
on the danger of temptation and surrender to more 
or less subtle forms of corruption. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. Hadley never said that 
only men and women of independent means should 
“go into politics,“ and that poor men should sol- 
emaly resolve to keep out of public life. Such 
advice would be undemocratic and reactionary, as 
Dr. Hadley’s critics say, but do they suppose that 
they are called upon to tell him that? 

What President Hadley said was, as usual, 
sound, candid, altogether wise and useful. He was 
discussing “ the choice of a career” by young men, 
and he declared that only men of means might 
adopt politics as such a life career. He did not 
gay that young men should not go into a merit pro- 
tected service—into the consular field, for example, 
or into administrative work. That he did not re- 
gard as “ politics.” He did not say that poor men 
should not make politics a study and avocation, 
should not, as lawyers, business men, or engineers, 
take active and earnest part in the work of citizen- 
ship. What he said was that poor men could not 
wisely adopt uncertain, precarious, indeterminate 
“ politics ” as a life profession, for they would be 
exposed to constant fear of dismissal and constant 
pressure and pull, and that it was not right or safe 
to put one’s soul and conscience in the way of so 
much temptation and struggle, especially it one con- 
templated marriage and family life. What Dr, 
Hadley said to his students is said every day by 
wise fathers and mothers, by experienced persons 
and very good democrats and progressives. It is 
the simple truth, and truth is not aristocratic or 


reactionary.

HE London Lancet for 1913 pub- 
lished the report of a commission 
that had investigu‘ted the effects of 
coffee. For their chemical] analyses 
the members made uss of the brew 

in the cup rather than the berry. To 
their minds it mattered little what the 
berry contained, so long as some of the 
ingredients remained in th. grounds. For 
instance, coffee berries contain 12 per 
cent off, but there is only a very small 
percentage of oil in a cup of coffee 

The analysis of coffee made from h high 
roasted average grade Costa Rica coffee 
showed: 3 
Total extract. .24.30 /Caffetannicacid 3.9 
Ash of extract. 4.66/Caffein ........ 1.23

A cup of coffée is practically without 
food value. Analyses show a trifling 
quantity of dextrin, sugar, and traces of 
alcohol. There is mo starch. It contains 
1.25 per cent of protein. There is 6 per 
cent (six parts in 10,000) of a nitrogen 
containing oll—<a ffeol. | 
However, if coffee without suger and 
cream is without nourishing qualities, it 
does not follow that it fe without effect 
on the system. In the first place there 
is a conelderable percentage of caffein 
[1.23 per cent], a powerful medicine, the 
effects of which have been described al- 
ready. Caffein ie dosely alin to xanthin, 
and xanthin is a chemical substance pro- 
duced in the human body supposed to be 
related in some way to the cause of gout. 
Most analysts are of the opinion that 
coffee contains a mall amount of pyri- 
din. Pyridin i¢ formed when paper is 
burned. It is held to be the substance 
responsible for the benefit which asth- 
matics get from smoking ast hama cigarets.. 
When roasted coffee is treated with 
chloroform a chemical, noncrystalline 
and noneoluble in ether, is extracted. 
It has the strong but pleasant aroma and 
bitter taste of coffee. | 
OCaffein, pyridin, caffeol and this flavor- 
ing substance are responsible for the 
effects of a cup of coffee,

Coffee taken into the stomach is rather 


‘quickly absorbed therefrom. It differs in 


this particular from tea, since tea is not 
absorbed until it gets into the small in- 
testines. Therefore, the effects of coffee 
begin to show themselves after a brief 
period. The person who has partaken 
feels the influence within a half hour. 
Hoilingsworth's teste showed effects

Variations from published rates are for- 
bidden, and the supervising official is

Partner of Suicide Banker 
Assures Scores Who- 
Call at Home. 


Even if it takes twenty years’ hard 
work, I will pay every dollar due to the 
depositors rather than have my family 
dishonored." 

Philip Manno, a member of the firm 
Meccia & Manno, bankers and steamship 
agents at 515 West Oak street, gave this 
assurance to scores of depositors 0 
called at his home, 4044 North Parkside 
avenue, yesterday. At Manno’s request 
a policeman was stationed at the house. 

The agitation of the bank's patrons was 
caused by the death of Manno’s partner, 
Ignazzio Meccia, who shot himself Sat- 
urday near his wife’s grave in Mount Car- 
mel cemetery. Meccia left a note saying 
he couldn't locate the money and 
charging Manno and his brother with 
being responsible. 

Says Meccia Controlled. 

Manno made a statement declaring 
Meccia had entire control of the financial 
affairs of the bank. He said he thought 
the total deposits were between $8,000 
and $10,000. The assets are supposed to 
include the bank building and lot, valued 
at $9,000, with an incumbrance of $4,500 
and whatever jewelry, notes, and cur- 
rency may be contained within the safe. 
It is said the bank loaned out $6,000 on 


notes. 

“I think there is a very good chance of 
the depositors getting a good part of their 
money immediately,”’ said Attorney Ber- 
nard P. Barasa, who is representing 
Manno. Just as soon as Mecela's fu- 
neral is held the safe will be opened in 
the presence of a committee representing 
Manno, Meccia’s heirs, the depositors, 
and the Italian consul.” 


Took Charge of Bank. 

„ Meccia took charge of the bank June 
27, 1910, when I went to Italy for six 
months, said Manno. I have his re- 
ceipt for $4,672 in currency. Besides this 
there was $4,000 worth of jewelry, 500 
books, and a deposit in the Corn Ex- 
change National bank. 

“Since then Mecela has had full con- 
trol of the money and accounts. None 
was paid out except by his order. Iasked 
Meccia for an accounting several times. 
He promised time and time again to give

Political and social degeneration became 
so marked that the leaders of thought 
and learning became alarmed. In large 
degreé the rapid growth of Christianity 
during recent years may be attributed to 
the reaction following the moral chaos 
which prevailed after the downfall of 
Confucianism. 


Nation Needs Honest Officials. 

“The great question confronting’ the 
nation is how to get trustworthy men to 
fill the high offices of the republic. One 
high official who had been converted to 
the religion of the eccident exclaimed; 
Nothing but Christianity will do it; 
through its ideals only will men be devel- 
oped in stability of character, political 
corruption brought to an end, and the life 
of the country made pure and strong.’ 


Predicts Better Conditions. 

He asked me how it was in America,

Progressives Ready to Declare 
for Wiping Out of All Liquor 
Traffle in Country. 


MURDOCK IS NEW LEADER, 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.] 
—An alliance between the Progressive 
party and the organized opposition to 
the liquor traffic is in process of negotia- 
tion. If it works out satisfactorily the 
Progressive party will proclaim itself the 
only authorized champion of national 
prohibition in the presidential campaign 
next year. 

The plan is belle promoted by former 
Representative Victor Murdock of Kan- 
sas, the new chairman of the Progressive 
national committee, and ie said to have 
been approved by Theodore Roosevelt. 
Col. Roosevelt paved the way for inoor- 
poration of prohibition in the Progressive 
platform wher he assailed the liquor traf- | 
fic in the series of campaign speeches he 
made in a number of western states last 
year. 


Murdock Will Divide Work. 
National Chairman Murdock departed 
for Kansas the day after his twelve years 
of service in the house of representatives 
close. with the adjournment of congress 
last Thursday. He will divide his time 
between editing his newspaper, the Wich- 
ita Eagle, and efforts to revive the Pro- 
gressive party. . 

On the eve of his departure he declined 
to discuss for publication the steps being 
taken to hoist the white banner of the 
“drys” over the third party, but admit- 
ted that it should occasion no surprise if 


in the next few months. 

Many Progressive leaders believe that 
the liquor question will be an important if 
not the paramount issue in the national 
election next year, particularly in the 
event that the next congress at the first 
regular session beginning in December 
next refuses to submit the national pro- 
hibition constitutional amendment to the 
state legislatures. ö 


Cummins' Stand an Indication. 
Inat the prohibition question is to be 
put squarely up to the political pafties al- 
ready is evident. The recent declaration 
by Senator Cummins of lowa, a recog- 
hized candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for president, that the saloon 
must go is regarded as particularly sig- 
nificant. 

If, however, neither the Republican nor 
Democratic party should nominate a 
“dry candidate or accept a dry plat- 
form plank, the Progressives would be 
able to embrace an opportunity to revive 
their fortunes by putting out a strong bid 
ior the support of Prohibitionists. 
Chairman Murdock is impressed with 
the necessity of taking heroic measures 
to prevent the disintegration of the Pro- 
@ressive organizations in the various 
States. For the purpose of holding these 
organizations together, he willencourage 
Progressives to participate actively in all 
local political contests this year and to 


fights over the regulation of the liquor 
traffic. 


Dissension Among Leaders. 
The extent of the setback suffered by 
the Progressive party at the congres- 
tional election last fall is beginning to 
be realized. According to the political 
gossip in Washington there has been 
a good deal of dissension among the 
Progressive leaders which has not helped 
10 recover lost ground. 

The announcement that Joseph M. 
Dixon, former United States senator from 
Montana, had resigned the chairmanship 
of the Progressive national committee 
and that Mr. Murdock had been elected 
his successor, came as a surprise to the 
politicians here and to the public. It 
appears that Mr. Dixon presented his 
resignation to the Progressive conference 
held in Chicago following the election, 
but that the fact was suppressed. 

Mr. Murdock admits that the resigns- 
tion of Mr. Dixon was not announced at 
the time, but says there was no reason 
why it ‘should not have been given out. 
He gaid that Mr. Dixon resigned because 
he was compelled to devote his entire 
time to his business in Montana and felt 
that in that distant state he could not 
keep in touch with the headquarters in 
New York. 


— — — — 
Delay Urged by Perkins. 

Mr. Murdock was proposed for chair- 
man by the western Progressives at the 
Chicago conference, and probably would 
have been elected then had it not been 
for the views of George W. Perkins, chair- 
man of the executive committee. Mr. 
Perkins said he favored Murdock, but in- 
duced the conference to postpone action 
until after a meeting of the executive 
committee in January. 

In the meantime the views of the na- 
tional committeemen on the selection of 
Murdock were to be obtained by corre- 
spondence. Mr. Perkins, it appears, did 
not call the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee in January. The national com- 
mitteemen, however, unanimously in- 
dorsed Murdock, and his election to the 
chairmanship finally was announced ten 
days ago by the New York headquarters. 

Other resignations presented to the 
Chicago conference were those of Na- 
tional Committeemen Medill! MoCormick 
of Illinois and John J. Sullivan of Ohio. 


Some Leaders Admit Friction. 
That the relations of Mr. Perkins it“ 
the other Progressive leaders are not as 
harmonious as could be desired is ad- 
mitted by some members of the party 
and there is a good deal of speculation 


here concerning the quality of team work 


that will be displayed by Mr. Perkios 
and Mr. Murdock.

ern members proposed a committee on 
program consisting of Robins, chairman;

Mr. Perkins ap- 
proved this plan, but never has appointed 
the committee. This is one of the first 
matters to which Chairman Murdock 
gave his attention upon assuming his 
new office. He said that he intends to 
see that this plan is carried out. 

This committee on program, it was 
planned, should put forth a set of reso- 
lutions this spring for the guidance of 
the state organizations of the party in 
local political contests. These resolu- 
tions were intended to set forth the posi- 
tion of the party leaders on the ques- 
tion of amalgamation with either tne 
Republicans or the Democrats. The fail- 
ure of Perkins to appoint the commit- 
tee on program, it is alleged, has pro- 
moted the further disintegration of the 
party. 

Johnson May Aid Wilson. 

It is reported that Progressive state or- 
ganizations are on the point of going over 
in a body either to the Republicans or 
Democrats. One story that has reached 
Washingtorm is to the effect that Hiram 
Johnson is likely to deliver the Progres- 
sives of California and Oregon to Wilson 
next year. 

That there is great danger of the Demo- 
crats winning considerable Progressive 
support is the view of many third party 
members. President Wilson’s appoint- 
ment of two Progressives to the trade 
commission is interpreted by some as a 
bid for Progressive support. Others see 
in it a design to strepgthen the Progres- 
sives as a buffer party strong enough to 
make Democratic success possible next 
year, as in 1912. 

Mr. Perkins has the loyal support of 
a large section of the Progressive party. 
His friends say that in spite of his record 
as an organizer of trusts he is a militant 
Progressive and a valuable asset in lead- 
ership. The anti-Perkins Progressives 
say that his convictions on the virtues 
of combinations of capital make him a 
burden to the party in these days. His 
views of trust regulation are alleged to be 
diametrically opposed to the drastic pro- 
posals contained in the Progressive anti- 
trust bill introduced in the house by Mr,

Gould’s Career 
as a Rail Chief 
Ends This Week

Property, in New Hands 
Tomorrow. 


WINDS UP LONG FIGHT 


New York, March 7.—[Special.]}—The 
passing of George J. Gould from the man- 
agement of the last of the old Jay Gouid 
properties is expected this wek. 

If the men named by Otto H. Kahn are 
elected directors of the Missouri Pacific 
at the annual shareholders’ meeting on 
Tuesday—and this is considered a cer- 
tainty in financial circles—the fight be- 
gun by E. H. Harriman in 1905 and con- 
tinued by Kahn, who was Harriman'se 
side partner, will have attained its ob- 
ject, the complete elimination of Gould 
as a controlling factor in railway affaira 

The directors named by Kahn, it is said, 
include only one representative of the 
Gould interests. This is George J. 
Gould's brother-in-law, Finley J. Shepard, 
the former Chicagoan who married Miss 
Helen Gould. 


A Ten Year Old Fight. 

It was exactly ten years ago this month 
that George J. Gould startled Wall street 
by the announcement that he intended to 
extend the Denver and Rio Grande, the 
Missouri Pacific’s western arm, to the 
Pacific coast through Southern Pacific's 
territory, and then push the Wabash 
eastward to the Atlantic. 

Immediately after that announcement 
was made Gould was dropped from the 
directorate of Union Pacific, a position 
he had inherited from his father. Wall 
street knew then there was a fight on be- 
tween the head of the house of Gould and 
the executiye head of the Union Pacific- 
| Southern Pacific system. 

Gould succeeded in buying the Western 
Maryland; he connected that road with 
the city of Pittsburgh, and then the Wa- 
bash railroad, and he built the Western 
Pacific from Salt Lake through to the 
Pacific coast. Then things began to hap- 
pen. The Western Maryland, the Wheel- 
ing and Lake Drie. the Wabash-Pitts- 
burgh Terminal company, and the Wa- 
bash railroad, one after another, were all 
thrown into the hands of receivers. 

Last week the Western Pacific de- 
faulted interest on its bonds and a re- 
celver was appointed.

Stops Marketing. 


CROP CONDITIONS FINE. 


Peace rumors, progress of the allied 
feets at the Dardanelles, and big Plate 
ghipments caused renewed liquidation of 
wheat last week, and there were big re- 
ductions in prices. But for all the bear 
news there was no increase in country 
offerings, cash prices were decidedly 
strong, and there was apparently no 


abatement in the foreign demand. 


Export sales were liberal practically 
every day, and on Saturday bids for 
shipment via the gulf were higher rela- 
tively by 2c than on Friday. Reports 
from all points indicate little hard wheat 
effered in any position. St. Louis and 
Kansas City sold considerable red winter 
for export at the highest premiums on 
the crop and local sales were fair at high 
premiums. No 2 hard sold as high as 4c 


over May on track. : 


Primary Receipts Light. 


With the decline in prices farm sales 
were small, and the light marketings 
were refiected in the small receipts. Pri- 
mary receipts for the week were 3,698,000 
bu, against 4,370,000 bu for the previous 
week and 4,926,000 bu a year ago. That 
remaining country holdings are in strong 
hands is unquestioned, and farmers have 
not yet been disturbed in the view that 
ultimately they will be able to sell their 


remaining surplus at high prices. 


If foreigners are not alarmed at the 
prospect of getting Russian wheat, there 
appears to be little reason for domestic 
wheat holders to be alarmed. Liverpool 
prices were relatively steady. The suc- 
cess of the Dardanelles operations will 
mean a changed situation in the July, as 
the grain from the Black sea, if the allies’ 
program is carried out, would come in 
active competition with the offerings from 
our 1915 crop, which promise to be ex- 


tremely large. 
Argentina Ships Freely. 


With the clearances of 5,193,000 bu from 
Argentina for the week, there was an in- 
creased anxiety on the part of specula- 
tive holders and offerings increased, stop 
loss selling being heavy. The farm re- 
serves report to be issued today un- 
doubtediy will be bullish on stocks. It 
is estimated exports during the remainder 
of this month and the first half of April 
at least will be heavy. Thereafter, with 
small country receipts, there will be an in- 


creasingly tight position. 


Seaboard exporters say there is no letup | 
in the foreign demand.

Choppy Market in Corn. 


In corn there has been a choppy mar- 
ket. The smaller receipts increased the 
buying demand materially, but, on the 
other hand, there was some disposition 
to go slow on the bull side owing to the 
big stocks. The export demand has not 
been insistent enough to indicate the ab- 
sorption of the big stocks, and with the 
approach of warm weather the disposal 
of the grain will become more of a fac- 
tor. Liverpool has shown a weaker tend 
ency, due to the liberal surplus of old 
corn in Argentina, with an enormous new 
crop approaching maturity. The Plate 
crop is estimated at 835,000,000 bu, or 
about 10,000,000 bu more than a year ago. 

Weather conditions have been unfavor- 
able, and this has increased the farm 
feeding demand, and has also militated 
against free country marketings. Re- 
ceipts at primary points for the week 
were 3,675,000 bu, or about half as much 
asa year ago for the corresponding week. 
Clearances for the week were 2,615,000 


bu. 
Export Oats Sales Big. 


Export sales of oats have been enor- 
mous and there has been no letup in the 
demand. It is estimated 20,000,000, to 25,- 
000.000 bu of oats have been sold for ex- 
port and not yet shipped, which should 
indicate heavy clearances a little later on, 
as charters have been heavy. The domes- 
tic situation is tightening up a little; all 
eastern demand is still limited. Stocks 
are large, but the primary movement is 
at last dropping off, and, for the week re- 
ceipts were 4,467,000 bu, or @ trifle less 


then a year agv. 


Receivers reported extremely small 
country offerings. The speculative trade 
is fair and there is an excellent class of 
buying on all the breaks.
